as Richmond, and the cost of getting machinery and supplies to 
that point must be higher than they are to this. The result ought to 
be lower figures for Richmond. 

The trouble is that the city’s contracts are let without the care 
and attention that should be given them. They are let in the same 
haphazard style that everything else is done in this burg. What 
should be the first consideration is the last; the saving of the tax. 
payers’ money. What differenee does it make that more thousands 
are dropped by awarding contracts at too high a figure? The tax- 
payers can put in a few hours more earning the extra money and all 
goes well. 

It would pay the city of Richmond to make a study of the cost 
of other cities in the matter of pavements, street grading, etc. It 
need not cost anything but a few cents for stamps. Let the Mayor 
and Councilman Garrard, who. seems inclined to stand with His 
Honor in this matter, quietly write to fifty ar sixty towns in various 
parts of the State, and get figures from their authorities and then 
let them make the comparisons that will show what other munici- 
palities are paying for this class of work, and it will be possible ty 
ascertain whether Richmond is handling her affairs as economically 
as she should. 

The street grading and paving contracts show again, if any 
further demonstration were needed, the importance of having com 
petent men at the head of affairs. The only excuse that can possiblv 
be given for the letting of street contracts at higher figures than 
other cities are paying is ignorance. They must either plead ignor. 
ance and incompetegcy or else give other motives which we would 
not do them the injustice to even suggest. Certainly when the rail 
roads let contracts they do not go at it haphazardly as the city 
does, and they do not pay one figure in Richmond when they know 
a lower figure prevails under similar conditions elsewhere. Incorr.- 
petency, therefore, is the only excuse that the friends of extravagance 
in the council can plead. Unlike the distinguished Senator from this 
district, they can not claim that the divekeepers of the Barbary 
Coast are in favor of the lower rates, and that therefore they ar« 
fighting vice by paying more than the work is worth. They have 
no such defense. They must frankly admit that they did not, like 
the Mayor, try to inform themselves on the rates prevailing elsewhere 
and therefore they were unaware that they were letting contracts 
at too high figures. If they had been experts, if they were engineers, 
and if they were employed as a corporation employs itg superinten- 
dent and managers bevause of the money they can save it, and nut 
because of the money they tan waste, the taxpayers would not be 
called upon to throw away several thousand more dollars as they 
are now because of incompetency. Is it not nearly time to change 
this present incompetent government for one that will save, not 
waste, the taxpayers’ money? What do the taxpayers think about 
it? They are the fellows who pay the bills, and if they are satisfied 
to waste their own money no one should object. But are they will- 
ing to waste it? 

EXPERTS TO MANAGE CITY. 

When ‘under the existing system of electing the city adminis- 
tration we approach an election, a certain number of very estimable 
citizens no doubt, but without any previous experience of managing 
any of the many complicated affairs of a large business like that of a 
city, announce that they are candidates for the council.

PROGRESSING BACKWARDS. 


Thanks to the very intelligent and satisfactory way that the 
public affairs of this town are administered, we seem to be progress- 
ing backwards, or we are backing forwards, it is difficult to say|§ 
which, but in either case, we are not progressing very rapidly in 


either direction, and our progress is at once unique and marvellous. 
When the News exposed the extraordinary condition of affairs in 
connection with the tunnel, many people thought it was a joke, be 
cause the idea of letting two contracts for the paving of a street at 
different grades, of laying a pavement to be pulled up as soon as 
it is laid, of moving a tunnel around and relocating it after the 
voters have adopted a plan fixing the location, and the other mar- 
vellous gyrations that our city fathers have engaged in, seemed to be 
too impossible and absurd to be true. But, alas, it was not a funny 
column that we were trying to run, but a report of the actual, pro 
ceedings of the City Council of Richmond. As we then pointed out, 
thousands of dollars have gone glimmering, as the late Jim Fiske 
used to say, ‘‘where the woodbine twineth,’’ or up the spout, and now 
it looks as though our estimate of $20,000 is entirely to conservative, 
because while the contracts for the tunnel, grading of streets, etc., 
have been let, and $100,000 has been spent of the bond issue, suits 
to condemn the necessary right-of-way to the tunnel when it shall 
be built have only just\been commenced. Presumably the contractors 
who have the contract to build the tunnel will get standing-around 
money until the suits are settled, but on that point we shall have 
more to say later. Now we would point out that it will take months 
before the suits can be tried, appealed and settled, and that meantime 
the city is losing three per cent net on its bonds so far issued every 
day that passes until the money can be used. That amounts to $25 
a day. Now the taxpayers who are earning considerably less than 
$25 a day in this town, but who are helping to pay that sum out of 
their hard earned wages, who are spending money which they could 
better use on their families and themselves than blowing it in on 
unnecessary taxes, should wake up and realize how they are being 
played. Let them stop a moment and look at this matter. It is 
worthy of their attention because the $25 a day is going on probably 
for years, and no tunnel will be built for all that time, and then there 
is the cost of tearing up, regrading and relaying Oregon street, and 
meantime, to add to the farce and the expense bills, the grade of 
Oregon street is being daily raised, only to be lowered as soon as it 
has been raised. Like the king in the story, Richmond is marching 
up the hill, and will then march down again. Surely there is much 
to cause the taxpayers to stop and consider, and incidentally it may 
be well to remark that recalls do not apply only to state senators. 
How long are the taxpayers of Richmond going to pay their 
hard-earned wages out for this farce? That is the question. Though 
some of the councilmen ask in return the question, ‘‘ Well, what are 


the taxpayers going to do about it?”’ Well, what are they going 
to do about it?

He hopes-in that way to persuade 
the people who are not connected with any labor union to support 
him as the champion of anti-labor unionism. 

Such a plea of course is an insult to the intelligence and patriot- 
ism of the men whom he is addressing, and no doubt if he were not 
such a ‘‘good fellow,’’ and they were not partaking of his hospitality 
as a rule when he makes the plea they would resent it. The truth is 
that the measures—or at least many of those which he voted against, 
or dodged—are not in any sense labor measures and if his entire 
labor record were wiped out and forgotten there are enough failures 
to represent the true sentiment of this district in James C. Owens’ 
record to damn him politically by what is left. 

For instance: Does the sentiment of this district favor his posi- 
tion on the saloon closing statute? If it does it is remarkable that. 
there is not a saloon in this district that it affected, according to 
his own statement upon the floor of the senate, as the reports pub- 
lished in the papers at the time of the debate will show. When the 
Barbary Coast saloon keepers wanted the saloons closed at mid. 
night, which he now claims in his remarkable defense was the ease, 
they came much nearer public sentiment than Owens did in voting 
to keep them open. Every man or woman who votes for the reten.- 
tion of Owens at Sacramento endorses his position on that measure. 
Do the men he is daily appealing to for help eare to put themselves 
in that position? 

Again, do the non-union voters of this district endorse the ab- 
senteeism which was the most conspicuous feature of Owens’ legisla- 
tive record? Do they want a man at Sacramento who is of so little 
weight and importance that he can miss seven hundred and thirty- 
one roll calls and not be missed? Is there néthing that he had to do 
for this section, or for the state at large, connected with those roll 
calls? We have carefully avoided atiy personalities. in this cam- 
paign and we shall endeavor td avoid them to the end, but: fet us 
ask the men who are asked to support the anti-union champion if 
they have inquired WHY Owens was absent 20 oftent What was 
he deing while other senators were working sixteen and vightéwi 
hours a day? Let them quietly ask the other senators. Let thém 
gather some information on that point and thedli ide if they are teady 
to vote to retain James C. Owens at Sacramento.

Of the deposit stations Oakley 
leads with a circulation of 241 vol- 
umes; Rust 177 and other deposits 
fewer books circulated because they 
have so recently been opened.

In his ‘‘famous’” defense Senator 
Owens says: “I was present at 
most all roll calls of importance.” 
Just think of the utter disregard for 
truth indicated by this statement? 
He was absent on 731 roll calls, and 
on only 101 of these he had “leave 
of absence,” so that he missed 630 
roll calls without excuse. Is it pos- 
sible, we ask the constituents of this 
alleged statesman, that all of these 
were of no importance? Such a con- 
clusion is set forth in his ‘Answer’ 
and is a most frank portrayal of this 
man’s extravagance in dealing with 
facts. The previous pamphlet, en- 
titled, ‘‘Voters, Attention,’”’ contains 
a@ long list of very important roll 
calls which he dodged. Here are just 
a few more measures upon whicn ne 
failed to vote: 

He absented himself when the 
vote on the blue sky bill (A. B. 2086) 
was taken. He absented himself 
when the vote was taken on the bill 
(S. B. 1740) to regulate loan sharks. 
He absented himself on the vote for 
the rural credits bill (S. B. 165). He 
absented himself on the vote for the 
teachers’ pension bill (A. B. 1263). 
He absented himself on the vote for 
the legislative reference bureau (A. 
B. 970). He absented himself on 
the vote for the equal guardianship 
bill (A. B. 199); this measure was 
supported by all women, as it would 
give the mother an equal legal right 
with the father over the custody of 
a minor child. He absented himself 
on the vote for a state training school 
for girls (S. B. 46). He absented 


himself on the vote for the non-par-|. 


tisan primary (A. B. 1813). He 
also absented himself on the vote for 
the anti-gambling bill (A. B. 1681). 
Yet, in the face of these facts he has 
the brazen effrontery to assert: me 
was present at most all roll calls of 
importance.” 

As an excuse for his failure to 
vote on so many bills, he says that 
he was a member of seven commit- 
tees and it was his duty “to attend 
committee meetings during the ses- 
sion of the Senate.” None of the 
committees of which he was a mem- 
ber held meetings while the Senat» 
was in session, and he was not the 
chairman of any of them, so he vas 
not required to act for*any commit- 
tee in any matter while the Senate 
was in session. The last two days 
of the session, when he missed or 
dodged 113 roll calls, none of his 
committees held a single session. 

Of the 36 measures for which he 
stood as author, 20 were not pressed 
at all, and several abandoned varly 
in the session, and because of his 
unexcelled “absent record” only four 
of his bills were finally enacted into 
law. This is something which chal- 
lenges comparison. 

Will the people of Conra Costa 
and Marin counties give their stamp 
of approval to such conduct by con- 
tinuing Owens in the Senate?
